SHOOPANG SALAD A FAD. 


Chine** ^ llnisler Show* W ash in gton 
S o c i e t y H o w t o M a k e I t. 
W ashington society has a new fad. 
according to a special dispatch to the 
Chicago Record Herald. It is the prep­ 
aration of shoopang, or chry santhe­ 
mum salad, according to a recipe fur­ 
nished b y the Chinese minister. Chry s­ 
anthemum salad is “food for the gods, 
the piece do resistance of oriental b an­ 
quets, and under the guidance of Sir 
Chentung Liang Cheng society misses 
and matrons are preparing the favorite 
dish of the gastronomers of the Flow­ 
ery Kingdom. Here is the recipe lor 
the my sterious dish; 
Twenty -four selected hearts of the 
shoopang or Chinese chry santhemum. 
Twelve “fish wings,” collops from 
the flanks of the rnoy wen, or sunflsli. 
Two b roiler chickens. 
Four y oung pigeons. 
Cutlets from three lob sters. 
Rake the fish with flavoring of ki 
iiong. a spice resemb ling saffron. 
Broil the fowl with a flavoring of 
b ood, another Chinese herb . 
Then steam all ingredients together 
for three-quarters of an hour with a 
strong infusion of the woy flower and 
serve 
with 
garnishing 
of 
Chinese 
greens. The woy flower may b e omit­ 
ted. as it is very pungent and not 
agreeab le to some American palates, 
though highly prized b y the Chinese. 
Although called a salad, the shoo­ 
pang is a formidab le dlsb and In the 
proportions given is enough for eight 
persons. It is primarily intended for 
the principal course of a b anquet. It 
is possib le to prepare it in a chafing 
dish, b ut a Mongolian cook seems to b e 
essential for a successful concoction. 
Those who have tasted the salad pro­ 
nounce it delicious. Many of the ingre­ 
dients cannot b e ob tained outside of 
Chinatown, and the high prices of 
most of them place the dish b ey ond 
the reach of the ordinary household.
